INFLUENCE OF AMERICA.

Fundamentally there was ro reason, and thera 
still is no reason, why the dollar should be 
worth less in pounds sterling or francs. The 
United States is a great creditor nation with 
a favourable trade balance and a third of the 
world’s gold in ker vanits.

Ghe Late George Moore. 


One of the late George Moore’s most 
intimate friends writes:— 

“ Lough Carra is the only green lake 
in Ireland. It is the colóur of a yellow- 
green wine, a unique lake, which in 
another country would be as famous for 
its colour as the Grotto d’Azzura of Capri. 
i rowed over it with the sister of the 
novelist, and as our boat drew away from 


its lime-white shore, Moore Hall gradu-. 


ally rose over its lawn, cut like a wedge 


in the woods which Spring was renewing. 
Higher and higher it arose, until I could 


see the lower storey, and now the pillars 
of the hall-door appear. Round us the 
hay-coloured sedge gave place to the white 
and flowering thorn, the rowan trees, and 
then the delicate yellow-green of the 
beeches which matched the liquid of this 
unique lake--a lake wonderful if for 
nothing else than the fact that it holds 
the finest trout in Ireland; silver-white 
they are and unknown. The novelist’s 
sister sat in the boat and forbore to com- 
plain of the zig-zag course I was rowing; 
for it was excusable in one who admired 
Moore Hall. But at last we reached 
Castle Island and saw the cut-stone hollow 
prepared for the ashes of one of Ireland’s 
famous sons. 


“Ghe Urn. 


“As the urn was exposed to view I 
marvelled at the graceful simplicity of 
this model of the best period of our Bronze 
Age: bulging from a slender base to its 
rim, round which an undulating cord 
wavered over and above simple. rosettes. 
The -Colonel, ‘the gentleman of my 
family,’ as George Moore used to call 
him, signed to Dr. Best to read the oration 
It was an eloquent panegyric. As I 
_listened to it [I thought it odd, but yet 
characteristic of the most illogical genius 
it commended. Men have been burned for 
heresy; here was a man turned into an 
heretic because he had ordered his body to 
be burned. : 

‘ Yet; although he had gone far behind 
the era of Christianity in Ireland to reach 
umrealisingly the Land of Heart’s Desire, 
16 seemed to me that the Socratic argu-' 
ment held, and that George Moore should 
net have accepted the loving kindness with 
which Christianity ameliorated the world 
all his life long had he intended; but this 
is to reason with one who hated, as a 
woman .hates to be confronted by the 
illogical outcome of an argument. 


A ‘Requiem. 


"Moore Hall took the sun now and again 
over the mile of wine-light water. Its 
cremated walls rose dark against the 
darker circle of its woods. Soon he who is 
gathered to his fathers in his ancestral 
demesne will be gathered to the nation, 
when it indulges its habit of pointing one | 
as an example of its genius at whom it | 
only pointed during his life. ‘ In the sky 
a lake was forming, the very image and 
likeness to the lake under the hill, one 
glittered like silver, the other like gold, 
and so wonderful was this celestial lake 
that he began to think of immortals.’ 

‘I began to think of the immortality, 
such as it is, which is so easily won in the 
ngarts of our countrymen by one who has 
lóved Ireland proudly and aloof. George 
Moore rests, as he lived, alone: to become 
as Robinson Jeffers says of another Trish-

Street Lighting. : | | 


I hear that the electricity companies in 
Belfast are engaged in research work with 
a*view to introducing a new type of street 
lighting. Experiments are being made 
with a special gas, which diffuses a 
brilliant light when an electric current 
is passed through it. It is claimed that 
the new light is four times as powerful 
as that given out by the ordinary gas 
lamps, and I understand that negotiations 
are now in progress for a practical de- 
monstration in one of the streets. A

‘by an ultra-violet ray lamp. On the other 
hand, it is pointed out that the increased 
radius of light would effect a saving, be- 
cause fewer lamps would be required. It 
is doubtful, however, if the new scheme 
will get beyond the experimental stage for 
some time, as the heavy cost of the gas is 
the chief factor operating against its use. 


Open Air Bathing Places. 


The whole problem of bathing-places 
deserves more attention from the civic 
authorities than at ever receives. The 
Dublin Corporation is evidently satisfied 
that it has done all that is necessary when 
it maintains the baths in Tara street; 
but, surely, a great deal more is required 
in a city the size of Dublin. Nothing at 
all has been done for the entire Northern 
side of the city, and the added areas are 
likely to be neglected in the same way 
unless the Corporation can be stirred into 
action. In English cities of a size com- 
parable with Dublin the provision of places 
in which people can be taught swimming 
throughout the year is taken to be one of 
the urgent necessities, but in Dublin one 
place is thought to be sufficient by the 
local authority. Were it not for the 
Iveagh Baths, Dublin would be the worst- 
accommodated city in the British Isles in 
the matter of bathing-places. Since 
proper accommodation is not made, there 
will be the usual scampering of naked 
boys along the banks of the Grand Canal 
during this summer, while suitable places 
in the Phoenix Park and elsewhere remain 
in unused grandeur. The Corporation and 
the Board of Works might do something.

to-night to the-concert of “ Edwardian 
Memories ” in the B.B.C, National pro- 
gramme. Some of the melodies that were 
current in the first ten years of this cen- 
tury will be included in selections to be 
played by the B.B.C. Theatre Orchestra ; 
others will be reproduced from gramaphone 
records made by the artists who sang them 
originally in Sdecandian days. Christopher 
Stone has been asked to act as compere for 
this programme. 

I have drawn attention to the inclusion 
of a performance of “ Iphigenie in Aulis ” 
in the Berlin and Stuttgart programmes 
because this opera, with other works of 
Giuck, is of importance to students of the 
development of opera. Gluck, who 
flourished in about the middle of the 
eighteenth century, first in Vienna and 
then in Paris, published a statement of 
his principles in the association of music 
with the stage, and, later, stress was laid 
on these principles by Richard Wagner. 


AN EXCELLENT PROGRAMME. 


The programme to be transmitted by 
Athlone to-night is excellent, both in sub- 
stance and variety. From 7.15 onwards 
it includes a talk on a subject of wide 
interest, orchestral selections, a one-act 
play, some light entertainment, and, 
finally, an hour’s recital by the Free 
State Army Band; this last part of the 
programme being sponsored by the makers 
of Phileo radio sets. A selection from the 
music of Wagner’s “ Mastersingers ” and 
the “ Dance of the Seven Veils '” from the 
opera ‘‘ Salome,’’ by Richard Strauss, are 
features of the band programme, 

The one-act play which is to be pre- 
sented by Dorothy Day and company in 
the Athlone programme deals with an 
incident in the career of Edmund Keane, 
the scene being laid, in fact, in the green 
room of Drury Lane Theatre on January 
26th, 1814, in the late afternoon of the 
day of Kean’s first performance as Shylock 
in “ The Merchant of Venice.’’ Probably 
it has no bearing on the incident to be 
represented in to-nights little play ; never- 
theless, I cannot refrain from recalling 
Hazlitt’s reference to Keane’s performance 
in that play. 

“ When we first went to see Mr. Keane 
in Shylock,’’ William Hazlitt wrote in 
1816, *‘ we expected to see, as we had been 
used to see, a decrepid old man, bent with 
age and ugly with mental deformity, 
grinning with deadly malice, with the 
venom of his heart congealed in the ex- 
pression of his countenance, sullen, 
morose, gloomy, inflexible, brooding over 
one idea, that of his hatred, and fixed on 


one unalterable purpose, that of his revenge. 


We were disappointed, because we had 
taken our idea from other actors, not from 
the play . . . . . But so rooted was our 
habitual impression of the part from seeing 
it caricatured in the representation that

YOUNG COMPANION. 
LIFEBOAT QUICKLY ON 
THE SCENE. 


a singular act of bravery at Howth, 
County Dublin, yesterday afternoon, when 
his companion, after falling from the cliff, 
died from shocking injuries received on 
the submerged rocks which he struck. 

The name of the dead boy was John 
McNally. of 76 Vernon avenue, Clon- 
tarf, whose age was given as twelve years, 
William Hynes, of 36 Seafield road, Clon- 
tarf, his companion, rescued him from the 
water at great personal risk. 

A party of boys, it is stated, had gone 
along the cliffs from Howth seeking birds’ 
nests. When within sight of the Baily 
Lighthouse they climbed down a rugged 
path strewn with loose stones, and ex- 
tremely dangerous. They were compara- 
tively safe there, however, but farther on 
the boys, seeing a nest containing eggs, 
climbed further down. When about. fifty 
feet from the water's edge, young Mc- 


to the sea below. - 

His companions for a moment were 
dumbfounded ; then young Hynes, display- 
ing great presence of mind, made his way 
down to the water's edge, and seeing 
McNally lying on the rocks, promptly 
pulled him ashore. He raised the 
alarm, and the lifeboat was got ready to 
bring the boys back to Howth Harbour. 


DIED FROM INJURIES. 


McNally was still alive when the life- 
boat reached the harbour. He was brought 
to the Howth dispensary, where Dr. Con- 
roy did everything possible to alleviate 
his suffering, though it was evident that 
he had little chance of living. Before his 
death, a shprt time later, he ‘was at- 
tended by Father Doyle, of Howth. 
The unfortunate accident cast a gloom 
over Howth yesterday evening. Many 
people who had come out there to spend 
the afternoon were loud in their praises of 
the heroic effort by young Hynes to save 
the life of his companion. 
Tribute was paid also to the skipper 
of the Howth lifeboat for the speed with 
which the boat was taken out to the scene 
of the accident. Mr. McConkey, the 
skipper, had some friends out in the bay, 
i on learning of the accident from 
signals made he turned his boat around, 
and within two minutes, when two rockets 
had been sent up to call the crew, the 
lifeboat was under way.

THE SMALL FARM POLICY. 

With regard to the new bill to facilitate 
the division of.land, which he said the 
Government hoped to introduce within the 
next few weeks, Dr. Ryan said: '“ We 
have not yet undone the work of Cromwel! 
when he banished the Irish ‘to hell or 
Connacht,’ but I think you will find under 
this new Land Bill we are going to make 
an attempt to put the Irish people on the 
land that properly belongs to them. Fror 
the purely economic point of view. apart 
altogether from national sentiment, this 
is a sound policy. We find that the 
smaller the farm the greater the output 
per acre, so that if ‘we want a bigger 
output of agricultural produce we should 
have small farms, and if we want to 
place the people on the land we must 
divide the ranches. 

‘The followers of the Centre Party say 
that they are losing on farming. There 
is no reason why we should not do them a 
service also. Take the land from them 
at a fair valuation, cut their losses, and 
hand the land over to farmers who can 
make land pay. 

“We have no intention of taking land 
from a good employer,’’ he continued, 
“even though his holding may be large. 
We have no intention of leaving a large 
tract with a poor employer. He is no 
good to the country, because he is not pro- 
ducing. He is no good to the people 
around him, because he is not giving em- 
ployment. He is no good to himself, 
because on his own admission he is losing 
money on farming. Taking all things into 
consideration, it is time to retire such 
men from agriculture.’’ 


THE FUTURE OF DE-RATING. 
After this year de-rating grants would 
depend entirely on employment. If a 
farmer was employing ór maintaining @ 
sufficient number of able-bodied men 
according to the size of his holding, he 
would get the full benefit of the agricul- 
tural grant; bat, if he was not doing his 
duty in this respect, he would have to pay 
the full rate.on portion of his holding. 

Suggesting: what the condition of agti- 
culture would be if the country were still 
ruled by Cumann na nGaedheal, he said 
that, if there was no economic war, no 
tarifis and no bounties, the creamery 
supplier would. get 28d.. per gallon for his 
milk. If the New Zealand or the 
Australian farmer were getting no bounty. 
or subsidy, his milk would be worth 
about 2id. There was no economic war in 
New Zealand or Australia. 

Farmers would .not continue to keep 
cows if they could not get even a moderate 
price for their milk. The first result they 
would have, therefore, from the return cf 
Cumann na nGaedheal policy would be the 
disappearance of cows. This would be fol- 
lowed by the extinction of cattle. The 
poultry and pig industries depended to a 
great extent on the existence of the dairy- 
ing industry, and they would be the next 
to suffer if cows were to disappear.

CONDITIONS FOR 
RECOVERY. 


If the latest and most far-reaching of all 
these conferences, which was to meet in 
London on June 12th, had roused less hopeful 
anticipation’ than any of its predecessors, 
that was because the continuing hold-up of 
the Disarmament Conference was forcing men 
and nations to see that the real conditions 
for recovery must be sought not in the 
economic, nor in the political, but in the 
moral and spiritual sphere. 

There was need for a different sort of 
conference—a conference between God and 
man, What was God ‘waiting íor,” as the 
true signal for world recovery? And to what 
extent were men or nations “ waiting for 
Him F j 
Such questions suggested others which 
might weil form preliminary agenda for the 
World Economic Conference. 
For instance: What sort of world do we 
want to see emerge from the present chaos? | 
What sort have we, at present, a right to 
expect? - What shapes- our expectations or 
our desires? Are we sighing for something 
truly desirable, that is good not for us only, 
but for all mankind? Js our “good time 
coming ” really a rehabilitation of “ good old 
times ' now left behind, times which may 
have been good for us at the cost of being 
very bad for others round us? If so, what 
right have Christians to expect what 
Christians ought not even to desire? If, on 
the other hand, cur goal is in any real sense 
God's zoal—‘‘the Kingdom of God and His 
Righteousness ’’—what are we ~~ to create 
the conditions we long to see? How far 1s 
God Himself brought into the picture and 
given access to our problems? And how can 
we, in Luther's phrase, “‘let God be God 
in this world at iast without facing a radical 
revolution both in the world and in ourselves? 

AGE-LONG EVILS. 
They needed te remember that the wrong- 
ness in things, of which the world to-day was 
so acutely conscious, was nothing new or un- 
usual from God’s point of view. Even the 
European, War, whose fruits were still setting 
the whole worid’s teeth on edge, was not, the 
beginning of evils, as so many seemed to 
think, Tn itself it could not even be said 
to have aggravated the age-long, agonising 
conflict between the Church of God and the 
gates of hell, which, for God, was the central 
meaning of history.
